The Water Ooamtuse of the East 

Orange Olty Oounoll met with the Mill- 
hem Township Committee Wednesday 
night end attempted to adjust the dir- 
fe r snoos between the two bodies user 
the question vt right of way for East 
Orange water mains through Mlllburo. 
The township had asked s payment of 
•600 s year for the privilege. This 
amount was Axed to ufleet the 'axes on 
property which had bean bought by the 
olty and on whlsb ths township cannot 
now Isay an assessment. As a oountsr 
proposition Ea*t Orange offered to pay 
a lump sum of 13,000, but tbs Township 
Commutes refused to aooepl It. 

Olty Counsel Philemon Woodruff said 
that the East Orange eutborlttee bad 
gone over the matter thoroughly, and 
that be bad conferred with Mr. Barrell, 
the Township Counsel,and they bed gone 
over the legislative acts with regard to 
ths instler, and that ths law eiearly 
gave them the right to go through on a 
private right of way. It oot oo tha roads. 
He said that Erst Orange was the only 
municipality la the Stale, with one ex¬ 
ception, which bad ever been asked to 
pay for a right of way. This exception 
was the city of Newark, which was held 
up by Bloomfield, when laying water 
mala* there, and was obliged to make 
arrangement* to take care of a part of 
the sewage system which their main* 
had cut off 

Chairman Hopklna said that the case* 
were not parallel, In that East Orange 
waa taking away taxable properly, and 
the committee did oot aak anything for 
the right of way, but that they Intended, 

If poeelble, to get back some part of It.
